A source advised in July, I960, that RICHARD CRILEY, a 
member of the Civil Liberties Commission, Communist Party (CP) of 
Illinois, met with key leaders of the CP of Illijnois and discussed 
with them the fact that the climate in the United .States on civil 
liberties and civil rights issues had changed to the extent that 
it was now possible to proceed to form a new organization with 
broad mass support. By doing so, CRILEY believed that people who 
would not associate themselves with an organization of narrow 
scope would join a civil liberties and civil rights organization 
built around a broader issue such as the abolishment of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA). The CP leaders, after 
receiving assurance from CRILEY that any new organisation that 
might evolve would protect the Party interests, authorized CRILEY 



to proceed with his plan to
